greatly exceeded its intrinsic wor.h. 


The STise of loss and mortification 


has •weighed heavily upon Mrs. C'olvin 
and impelled her to retire to the .-oun- 
try to recover from the shock ^'hich 
she has sustained and which has re- 
sulted ir. nervous prostration.

absence from her home. 920 Filbert street. 
wa*< explained to a TRIBUNE reporter 
this morning. 


PREMEDITATED ROBBERY.

Caucasus and devoted bis money to 
Armenian causes. His society was en- 
tirely passive and opposr d to violence 
ar.d it is thought this att'tude inspired

section "f Armenians 


with the desire for vengeance, the lat- 
ter claiming- that Sagoi'ni's 
society 


devoted its funds to cliarlty which 
would have been better applied to vi- 
olent remedies for the Armenian griev- 
ances.

1902.

on the Board of Trustees and West Ber- 
kelev's influence generally In the govern, 
ment of the town of Berkeley. 
This Is 
but a natural 
result 
arising from the 
groat difference in the future of West and 
Eas: Berkeley and thfi question arises, 
'Whdt Is West Berkeley,' Lorln, Ashby 
and a large clement in East Berkeley go- 
ing :o do about It?" 
The answer directly 
wHl out equivocation or evasion is a city 
and county government, covering at least 
all of Oakland and all of Berkeley, and 
for tne foilownig well-defined reasons: 
"I'irst—A diversity 
of interests will 
preclude the possibility of tyranny by 
any one element. 


"£;pcond—As a business proposition, one 
Iocs! government Is cheaper than two 
covi ring the same field. 
'";'hird—Historically, city and county 


governments. In thlckly-pop;ilated. por- 
tions of our-conntry have evolved natural- 
ly find have proved to be an advance in 
effe.-tive local government, and geograph- 
icfll'y Oakland and Berkley present an 
ideal opportunity, through 
their 
close 
contact and thei'r density of population, 
for the formation nnd success of such a 
government. 
"';'ho following elements will probably 
oppose an attempt to bring about such 
a f( rm of government: 
"First—Those people who 
thh-.k that 
the t.'nlverslty' of California belongs to

of Trustess. perchance the Superintend- 
ent of Schools et al. etc. 


"r^hird—The crimrnal element, as they 


hnv-- no desire to see ample police protec- 
tion. 


"Fourth—The flre bugs, since they hate 
to see a well equipped fire department. 
"Both of the jiolitlral parties of Berke- 
ley declared in their last platforms to the 
effect that municipal government should 
be conducted with the same honesty and 
wisdom that a man would practice in his 
private affairs. 
Now. what large cor- 
porntion would, as a business proposition, 
pay $2.50 for services whi'ch can be ob- 
tninprl for $1.50? 
State and county and 
towi of Berkeley taxes (after we vote the 
proposed bor.ds (?) ) will be about $3.00 
per hundred, a e!ty nnd countv tax rate 
with bonds to burn will not exceed J2.00 
per hundred. 
This proposition effects 
either directly or indirectly the amount of 
comforts, necessaries and luxurfes con- 
sun:pt] nad enjoyed by every man, woman 
nnd child in the town of Berkeley.

dollir per Irmdred to spent] in salaries, 
etc. 
The 'exclusivps' will want It to pay 
for their exclusli-encss.

thai a lively campaign will cause the vot- 
ers of Berkeley and Oakland to decMe 
tha- they will keep the additional dollar 
for the family tint! the home, and I would 
respectfully suggest that steps be taker, 
immediately to submit this qucsion to the 
voters.

HOW- 


ARD'S RESOLUTION ON GAR- 


BAGE INCINERATION. 


At the meeting of the City Council 


last night, the question of testing the 
new garbage crematory was brought 
up and a resolution on the subject 
offered by Mr. Howard was fln illy re- 
ferred to the Ordinance and Judiciary 
Committee. The resolution -was as fol- 
lows: 
, 


"Whereas, The interests of this city 


and the health of Its inhabitants re- 
quire that some adequate 
provision 


shall be made for the proper ciisposal 
of garbage: 


"No such provision exists, and the 
city's finances In the near future will 
not admit of such an undertaking on 
Its own account: 
"Under a contract made with the 


previous Council, which contract, at 


. the time, was believed to be valid, the 
Pacific Incinerating Company caused 
a garbage crematory to be erected 
which 
establishment Is said to 
be 


complete and ready for service: 


"Owing 
to 
litigation and to the 
claims of Protestants, 1. e., the said 
crematory by Its existence had ceprecl- 
ated the value -of residence pnp<-rty; 
that its operation would constitute a 
menace to health and a nuisance, and 
that the transport of the collected ma- 
terial through 
the residence streets 


would prove highly objectionable, the 
said crematory 
has been unable to 
begin operations: 


"That a new ordinance has been 
prepared which, compared with the one 
previously adopted, better safeguards 
the interest nf thu r.ity hy thi> chang- 
ing of terms that, in effect, would have 
been detrimental, said neiv ordinance 
being held under consideration by a 
committee of this Council: 


"Now. in order to accomplish some- 


thing in the too-long deferred settle- 
ment of this garbage question; Be It 


"Resalveil. That, to determine the 


fitness nr otherwise of the said Pacific 
IrifIreratirs Company's Furmu-r an ar- 
rangement be mads for the collection 
nncl destruction of garbage by their 
proposed method? during a period of 
thirtv r:ays: 
t-.-.t ,'i ppei:inl C'lrirnittee 


t « appointed ^omp'x-.'-l rf th > Presi- 
dent of :his Council, a mf-chunio;* 
1 ejtcrl- 


m-pr, the City Kn.tio--'-T, :i nominee '.if 
the protestants. a no'.ninoo of Ihe Pa- 
cific Incinerating Company, who shall 
e>amino and report up<rn the results 
of said trifil at the e'trli-^t convenient 
date. 


"Resolved. That the Mayor be re-

"As to the -ate.- pntrt for collecting 


and destroying garbage. , 


"Vis to th? methods employed ind for 


transporting the material throt-ixh the 
i(tix-ets .and the state of pubiic ipinion ; 
jin this point; 
*"As to' whether the process of de- 
stroying 
garbage 
is 
odorless, 
or 


whether it is four.d to be a me iace to 
health or otherwise objectionable; 


"What forms of contract ex:st be- 


tween the various cities and the Ir.nlrie- 
rfiting companies." 


After the reading of the refolution 


Councilman Howard moved a suspen- 
sion of the rules, which was agreed to, 
Councilman Elliott alone voting in the 
negative. 


Councilman Elliot said this v.-as r.ot 
getting at the gist of the matter. The 
protest before the committee was that 
the cre-matory \vas a nuisance per se. 
The Supreme Court hnd just upheld an 
ordinance in San Francisco prividing 
ngainst further burial of human bodies 
in cemeteries. 
The people wrre op- 


posed 
to 
garbage crematories upon 


sentimental grounds. 
They were op- 


posed to the crematory because It was 
a detriment to property and Imcause 
the location was against it. 
He did 
not know who was responsible for the 
Introduction of this resolution to get 
around the matter. The courts bad de- 
cided that the contract was an invalid 
one. and he wanted to see if it would 
not be possible to decide the matter 
without appealing to the courts. 


Mr. 
Klliot 
said they coulc: never 
right a wrong by doing another one 
and that the objection was mad" to the 
location in a residence district. 
He 


thougTit the understanding wf s that 
nothing should be done for the present, 
and he was surprised that it should 
come up now. 
Councilman Aitken asked that his 


vote be'withdrawn and said lie was 
absolutely opposed to ever lighting a 
fire in that crematory. 


Councilman Howard said he thought 


the preamble and resolution w»re not 
fully understood. It was he who wrote 
them. 
The garbage created a stench 
now in the nostrils of the peopl >. 
The 


city could not build a furnace. 
Here 
•was one already built, and he wanted 
the people to see whether it was pos- 
sible for that crematory to do the work 
satisfactorily. 
He did svant to know 


if the crematory would do what was 
claimed for it. and if it did not he 


would agree to vote against it upon 
the unfavorable report of the com- 
mittee provided for by the resolution. 


Mr. Pendleton thought the charges 


made for collecting garbage were ex- 
cessive and wrong and tHat it would 
give . an opportunity to learn about 
them if the crematory were put into 
operation for thirty days. 
Mr. Wallace thought this resolution 


ought to. appeal to every fair-minded 
man. He believed it-would be impos- 
sible to find a location where the cre- 
matory would not call forth a protest 
particularly if this one'had not been 
tried. 
If it was found not to be a 
nuisance, it would be easier to move it 
if the Council desired to do it. 
The 
crematory was superior to the two in 
operation in Los Angeles, and those 
were satisfactory, but there is objection 
to the method of delivery of the garb- 
age. 


Mr. McAdam moved that the matter 


go back to the Ordinance and Judiciary 
Committee, which was carried by the 
following vote:
